The Coffee County 
Commission meeting in its reg- 
ularly: scheduled. bi-monthly 
meeting Monday morning 
wasted little time in moving 
through its agenda and signing 
bills. 

Most of the meeting:-time was 
consumed by the! opening and 
awarding of bids dealing with 
the courthouse, extension office 
and the highway department. 

The bid for the cleaning of the 
Enterprise. Courthouse was 
awarded to Southern 
Management Company . of 
Dothan. The. firm submitted a 
low bid of $26,340, Two other 
bids submitted from an Opp 
firm and another: Dothan firm 
were $26,400 and $26,520 
respectively, A fourth cleaning 
firm located in Andalusia sub- 
mitted a bid of $34,385. 

The employees who work in 
the County Extension Service 
office in the County Complex in 
New Brockton will now be able 
to do so in comfort. The com- 
mission had voted in. an earlier 
meéting to replace the. heating 
and cooling unit for that facility 
and Monday’s meeting saw that 
come to pass. Snellgrove- 
Caylor Heating & Cooling of 
Level Plains was the low. bidder 
for supplying and installing: a 
new heat pump. Their bid’ was

missioners a report.on the status 
of maintaining the jail, 

“Maintenance is going pretty 
good just keeping up the routine 
things,” said Ennis. He did 
elude to one minor problem of 
acquiring some screws for some 
cover plates; however, he did 
say he thought this would be 
readily solved by getting a‘dif- 
ferent supplier, 

Another problem at the jail 
was brought to: the commis- 
sion’s — attention concerning 
medical bills. 

He told commissioners that a 
jocal dentist had notified him 
that he did not want to See any- 
more inmates from New 
Brockton - meaning. inmates 
being incarcerated by the Town 
of New Brockton. Ennis stated 
that the doctor said he had not 
been paid for his services since 
January. 

During the discussion of this 
problem, it was noted by County 
Administrator Wilson Mobley 
that a local law enacted by the 
state legislature 
authorizes/allows local munici- 
palities to use the county jail to 
house’ their inmates; however, 
that same law stipulates that the 


‘municipalities will pay for. food 


and medical expenses incurred 
by their respective inmates. 

He further noted that thete is a 
contract with the municipalities 
that states they are responsible 
for their inmates’ medical bills, 
It appears that this is a legal 
issue between the municipality 
and the doctor. 

Ennis expressed his concern 
about the liability concerning 
the municipalities’ inmates need 
of medical attention and the 
refusal of doctors to. treat 
because of non-payment. 

“If New Brockton says 
they're not going to pay and 
we've got an.inmate:that needs 
to go to the doctor, what are we 
going to do about it?” asked 
Ennis, “If we don’t take them 
are we liable?” 

The county attorney, Joe 
Cassady, who was present in 
Monday’s meeting commented, 
“They better not come back to 
the county because they've 
breached their contract! They 
have contracted with the county 
to take care of medical expenses 


of their inmates, and you've got 
the same contract’ with every 
one of the municipalities.” 

After several minutes of dis: 
cussion, Commissioner Doug 
Dalrymple offered a motion, 
seconded by Commissioner Jim 
Thompson, addressing this mat- 
ter. In the form of a resolution, 
the commission (unanimously) 
stipulated that any municipality 
inmate taken to a doctor for 
medical purposes and refused 
treatment because of non-pay- 
ment for previous services shall 
be returned to the custody of 
that particular municipality. 

The next meeting of the 
Coffee County Commission will 
be held on Tuesday, May 29, at 
9 a.m,

DA Fuller receives prestigious award

The 12th Judicial.’ Circuit’s 
District Attorney, Mark Fuller, 
was recently presented with the 
annual Miriam Shehane Award. 
Fuller serves the people of 
Coffee and Pike counties. 

The award is presented annu- 
ally by VOCAL, and organiza- 
tion dedicated to fighting for 
victims’ rights, to the person 
most concerned about victims of 
crime and compassion for vic- 
tims and their families. 

Fuller was one of three final- 
ists being considered for. the 
award. The other two. district 
attorneys considered were from 
Jefferson and Montgomery 
counties. In selecting the recipi- 
ent, the crjteria used is the indi- 
vidual is not a victim, one that 
goes beyond the call of duty, a 
person who listens to the vic» 
tims and has no regard for posi- 
tions held. 

Since his appointment in 
1996, and his: being, elected as 
District Attorney of, the . 12th 
Judicial Circuit-in 1998, Fuller 
has’ made insuring — victims’ 
rights and aiding them their 
families a.top priority of his 
office. 

To aide in determining who 
receives this award each year, 
VOCAL sends out a question- 
naire to victims they assist and 
they respond by answering 
questions as to the kind of help

Two, particular cases handled 
by Fuller weighed heavy in the

The DA could have 
taken the easy way out and 
accepted the plea offer - he did- 
n’t. He chose to contact the fam- 
ily of the victim and’ actively 
sought their input. The plea was

The case was tough and the 
defense was skilled, but right 
prevailed and in less than 45 
minutes after the prosecution 
rested, the jury returned a guilty 
verdict of murder. 

The other case was “one lost 
to the system, not the yictims 
lost in the system.” 

That particular: case was: a 


/ DUI/Murder, . ‘The-. evidence 


showed that a legally intoxicat- 
ed driver of one vehicle struck 
another causing the death of a 


passenger and crippling the dri- 
ver of the other vehicle, Fuller 
contacted the family. of the.vic- 


tim and laid out the. case's’ 


strengths and weaknesses. The 
family then: asked that. he pro- 
ceed with the murder charge and 
trial. by jury, Aftera vigorous 
presentation, the jury returned a 
verdict of “Not Guilty!” 

“Is it only our wins that mark 
our successes? No, I think not,” 
said Advocate Shelly 
Linderman in making the pre- 
sentation. “The common thread 
in both the above cases was the 
heart felt compassion for the 
victims, making the family a 
part of the system and fighting 
with all you've got.” 

Miriam Shehane, the person 
for whom the award is named, 
became involved in victims’ 
rights in 1976 after her daugh- 
ter, who had just graduated from 
Birmingham Southern College, 
was abducted, assaulted .and 
brutally murdered, 

She was also instrumental in 
getting legislation such as. the 


-Victim’s Notification Act and 


Alabama Crime Victims Bill of 
Rights passed,
